Recommendation 

It is recommended that the Board of Commissioners (Board) authorize the Chief Executive 
Officer (CEO) or his designee to: 1) Submit Disposition Applications to HUD for disposition 
of Harold Ickes property for the Southbridge Phase 1A and Phase IB; 2) Execute and 
deliver such other documents and perform such actions as may be necessary or 
appropriate to implement the foregoing. 

The requested action in this item complies in all material respects with all applicable 
federal, state and local laws and Chicago Housing Authority (CHA) board policies. Staff 
have completed all necessary due diligence to support the submission of this initiative. 


Background 

Southbridge Phase 1 A and Phase 1 B are the first phases of the redevelopment of the 
former Harold Ickes Homes. Each phase is a 103-unit mixed-income development in the 
South Loop area. 
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Land Conveyance: 

Phase 1 A 

CHA shall enter into a long-term (not to exceed 99 years) ground lease with Southbridge 
4 Master Owner LLC. After execution of the ground lease, the Sponsor shall assign the 
ground lease to the Rental Owner, subject to certain regulatory restrictions. The ground 
lease shall cover land which will be improved with a mixed-income development including 
34 CHA-RAD/UHTC units. 

Phase 1 B 

CHA shall enter into a long-term (not to exceed 99 years) ground lease with Southbridge 
9 Master Owner LLC. After execution of the ground lease, the Sponsor shall assign the 
ground lease to the Rental Owner, subject to certain regulatory restrictions. The ground 
lease shall cover land which will be improved with a mixed-income development including 
34 CHA-RAD/LIHTC units.
